These are the gals that dig your iris. The one with the 
book is Barbara; the other one is Nancy. 


Your orders are dug especially for you. While Barbara 
selects and digs an iris Nancy writes the label. When all orders 
in the book are finished they are taken to the packing room 

"2 they are allowed to dry until the following day. They 

rechecked, packed and shipped.

Parcel post rates are up 35%. Some growers have in- 
creased their minimum price to 60c. If Congress passes the 
$1.25 minimum wage law, it will mean another boost in iris 
prices. A good iris for 50c will not be possible. Better buy a 
few now. 

If you never buy them you will never have them. Buy 
them now, you will be glad you did. 


DON’T MAKE AN ORPHAN OF YOUR IRIS 


We do not believe the best time to plant iris is soon after 
the flowering season. Give the new rhizome a chance to de- 
velop and form a flower bud while it gets support from the 
mother rhizome. A late planted iris is more apt to flower than 
a very early planted one. August is best for us.
